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DETAILED ACTION 

El ection/Res tri cti ons 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-7 and 7-9 in 
the reply filed on 05/05/2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is 
on the ground (s) that a search and examination of the non- 
elected claims would not place an undue burden on the examiner 
because claims are very similar. This is not found persuasive 
because as stated in the restriction requirement the polymer of 
the non-elected invention can be made by processes different 
from the claimed processes. 

2. The requirement is still deemed proper ^and is therefore 
made FINAL.
